The crop may offer a solu- 
tion to the problem of the low 
jute supply substituting for the 
latter in the production of bur- 
lap bags, twines, backing for| 
rugs and carpets, Kenaf rope| 
is under trial today at the Bos- 
ton Station in comparison 
with jute. 

Progress is now being made 
here in the attempt to complete- 
ly mechanize the process of 
kenaf production, The method 
is receiving the attention of 
many persons and companies in- 
terested in the development of 
the industry. With the develop- 
ment and perfection of such a 
method, large-scale growing of 
this spring and summer crop 
in the state and in other parts 
of the Southern United States 
will become a practical possibil- 
ity, according to Dr. Allison.

You might think that the dis- 
covery of such amazing indus- 
trial and agricultural enter- 
prises located in just one of 
Florida’s 67 counties would be 
enough to hold a fellow for a 
while, but - these Highlands 
folks had more to show us.

Here our host was- Richard 
Archbold, world famed scien- 
tist and^ explorer, who has 
headed many expeditions to all 
parts of the world in search of 
further knowledge of plant and 
animal life that might be turn- 
ed to the welfare and advant- 
age of all mankind. 

Research is carried on here con- 
tinual]y by top-flight scient- 
ists who conduct all manner of 
experiments in their study of 
plant, insect and animal life. 
"Well equipped laboratories pro- 
vide ideal working conditions. 
One experiment in advanced 
hydroponics is being carried 
‘on in a glass enclosed hothouse 
where vegetables are being 
grown without the aid of soil. 
In this same glassed-in labora- 
tory we were introduced to an 
assortment of innocent looking 
plants that we were told came 
from far away places and are 
the source of the poison used by 
natives to tip their arrows. 
Here, study and research may 
find that the sap of these pois- 
onous plants can be effectively: 
used to aid instead of harm us 
in the eternal fight against suf- 
fering and disease. 

In another laboratory we found 
a large wire screen cage where 
every known type of mosquito 
is bred and carefully studied in 
ah effort to find a better method 
of controlling these insect 
pests. 

The Archbold Foundation is 
well financed and affiliated 
with the American Museum of 
Natural History. Florida i 
fortunate in having such a 
splendid research organization 
operating in this area. 

Our tour was completed with a 
visit to Mandis Dairy where we 
enjoyed a wonderful barbecue.

VETERANS INFORMATION 
AND SERVICE 


It is alarming to me to notice 
correspondence, at odd times be- 
tween veterans or Veteran's 
Service Officers and the VA 
about cases where the insured, 
under National Service Life In- 
surance, attempted to renew his 
term policy for an additional 
period of five years, but has in- 
advertently failed to comply 
with the requirements, thereby 
losing his NSLI. I feel it is time- 
ly to again bring to the atten- 
tion of all veterans holding 
NSLI the necessity of the insur- 
ed paying all premiums for the 
remainder of the present term 
period plus payment at the new 
rate for the first month of the) 
néw term and submitting ap- 
plication for renewal, on or be- 
fore expiration date of the old 
term policy. 

It appears to me that the VA 
Form Letter 9-353, notifying 
the insured the requirements 


for renewal, is clear enough, 
but apparently there have been 
afew veterans who have not 
clearly understood it, and who 
have failed to ask the assistance 
of the local Veteran's Service 
Officer. 

Two cases have recently come 
to our attention where, prior to 
expiration of the current term, 
the insured sent to the VA ap- 
plication for renewal with re- 
mittance covering the premium 
for the first month on the new 
term but failed to remit the 
premium for the last month on 
the old term. The VA could not 
accept the renewal, and as the 
Insurance Act of 1951 provides 
that no new NSLI or USGLI 
may be issued, these insured's 
are barred from further insur- 
ance coverage. 

For example, if a serviceman 
was issued a $10,000 term poli- 
cy with an effective date of 
September 1, 1943, the eight 
year term would expire mid- 
night August 31, 1951, and in 
order to maintain the insurance, 
he would have to pay the Aug- 
ust premium plus the Septemb- 
er premium at his attained age 
and file application for renewal, 
on or before August 31, 1951. 
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Also, that a lapsed term policy 
must be reinstated prior to 
renewal, 

For every veteran who mis- 
understands or inadverently o- 
mits complying with all require- 
ments, there are thousands who; 
clearly understand and handle 
their reinstatements and renew- 
als properly. 

Considering the fact that 
there are a few who do not un- 
derstand, it is hoped that they 
will get the assistance of the 
local Veteran's Service Officer, 
or write the State Service 
Office, P. O. Box 1437, St. Pet-| 
ersburg, Florida. 


MEHRHOF POINTS TO 
GREAT PROGRESS OF 
POULTRY IN FLORIDA 


Florida poultry farmers have 
made remarkable progress dur- 
ing the past few years and, it is 
good to note, they are continu- 
ing their efforts to improve 
their flocks and products. 

In bringing out some facts 
about poultry pregress recently, 
Norman R. Mehrhof, head of the 
University of Florida poultry 
husbandry department, also 
emphasized that numerous pro- 
blems remain to be solved in 
this field and that diligent at- 
tention must be given to them 
by farmers as well as research 
workers and specialists. 

Today, Florida is producing 
the finest chicks in its history, 
with 94 hatcheries with a total 
egg capacity of 4,000,000 co- 
operating with and operating 
under the National Poultry Im-| 
provement Plan. To be listed| 
under that plan, a hatcheryman 
must produce high quality,| 
healthy chicks. More than 16,-| 
000,000 chicks are produced by 
these hatcheries annually. Flori- 
da has come a long way in this| 
respect during the past few! 
years. 

More than 40,000 Florida 
farms have chickens, and the 
average annual egg production 
of the over 2,500,000 birds on 
those farms has risen from 100 
a decade ago to about 135 today, | 
and commercial producers are| 
now getting 180 eggs per bird 
annually. Thus, farm flocks as 
well as commercial flocks have 
improved a great deal during 
the past 10 years. 

Florida's broiler industry has 
grown by leaps and bounds, 
and today the state producers 
well over 10,000,000 broilers, | 
and it has one broiler plant! 
with a capacity of 85,000. And! 
Florida is producing more 
turkeys than ever before. 

So Florida poultry farmers, 
are now supplying millions of! 
high quality eggs and broilers: 
for the people of this state and 
visitors. (But large quantities 
are being imported from other. 
states.) 

The progress, Mr. Mehrhof 
said, has been the result of bet- 
ter, stronger chicks from high 
production lines, improved 
feed and feeding practices, bet- 
ter disease control, all-round 
better management than ever 
before, and the efforts of re-| 
search workers and specialists, 
and the work of poultry organi- 
zations in the state. 

"Excellent progress has been 
made,” Mr. Mehrhof declared, 
“but there are many problems 
pertaining to production, di- 
sease control, feeding and mark- 
eting that must be solved, and it 
will require the full efforts and 
cooperation of all concerned to 
solve them.”
